The tournament is the culmination of months of 
work led by Bob Hohne, himself a distinguished member 
of the ORR sports family. Mr. Hohne's coaching career 
spans from the 1970's to the present and covers boys' 
basketball, boys' tennis, soccer, girls' tennis, and girls' 
basketball. He's proud of the athletic achievements of 
the students but says, "the memories of interscholastic 
competition and the friendships forged through athletics 
are just as important." The Hall of Fame is a tribute to the 
many players he has coached in his career at ORR.

included in the Hall of Fame. "The committee selects 
students who excelled in multiple sports/' he says. 

The camaraderie of days gone by is evident on 
the practice green and the first tee as the players get 
warmed up to play.

Each year, three to five players will be inducted 
into the ORR Hall of Fame.

Robinson, the owner of new Rochester-based nonprofit. 
It's All About the Animals. 

On one recent Friday afternoon, Pam Robinson 
tenderly cared for a feline who recently gave birth to 
a litter of six kittens. Slightly rambunctious, the new 
mother scared away other cats from the newborns, as 
to say "these are mine," explained Ms. Robinson. The 
shelter received the cats from a man who loved them 
but no longer could care for them. Ms. Robinson and her 
husband, Oren, carefully separated the mother and little 
kittens from the rest of the cats to give them bonding time 
in a large cage. 

The day before, the couple spent hours in the rain 
trying to track down another cat and her litter spotted in 
a Lakeville forest - and she had planned to return to find 
the family and bring them to the shelter. Ms. Robinson 
has many stories of abused and neglected cats, or cats 
who have suffered injuries. Some cats who show up 
aggressive, socialize into gentle creatures under her care. 

Ms. Robinson's shelter is run in an 18th century 
home on Marion Road, which has been passed down in 
her husband's family for five generations. 

Although It's All About the Animals primarily 
houses cats, Ms. Robinson said that ferrets and other 
small animals also reside at the shelter and that when the 
nonprofit grows, she hopes to house small dogs as well. 

Ms. Robinson runs a tight operation that, despite 
its informal appearance, is strictly operated. The main 
room of cats is colorfully attired, with a plexiglass tunnel 
that runs along the ceilings and walls, cubbyholes, and 
plenty of colorful toys for feline play. Attached through 
two holes is a screened porch room that gives the animals 
access to fresh air. Ms. Robinson said that generally it is 
improper to allow cats outside in the elements as they can 
get injured.

Separate from the main room is a small Kitty 
Shack where all exams, testing, and shots take place. Each 
animal that comes into the shelter is quarantined for three 
weeks to ensure they have no diseases and can mingle 
safely with the other cats in the main facility Currently 
Ms. Robinson houses about 19 cats, but this number 
fluctuates. 

''We try to make room whenever we can," she 
said. Also, each animal is spayed /neutered prior to 
adoption. 

Unlike most shelters, Ms. Robinson follows up 
with individuals who adopt from her, and one of her 
walls with photos of smiling pets and owners bears 
testimony to this. "We want people to come and adopt. 
The cats all have suffered some trauma, but we socialize 
them," Ms. Robinson said. She did encourage prospective 
owners not to act on impulse and educate themselves 
on the proper care of animals prior to adoption. She 
specifically said that no cat should be declawed nor kept 
outdoors. 

"This is a living, breathing animal with feelings 
and emotions," she said, remarking on her strong belief 
that declawing is cruel. 

The shelter also is unique because it has a Board 
of Directors and a Youth Board of Directors, which 
includes five Old Rochester Regional girls ages 13 to 18 
who regularly assist with maintaining the shelter and 
helping socialize the animals.

until recently progress on the path has been spinning 
its wheels. A group of bike enthusiasts and planners are 
hoping to inject new energy into the cause by biking 65 
miles from Bourne to Providence - and smaller 5, 10 and 
15-mile stretches for short distance bikers - on May 8. 
The ride will pass through Mattapoisett, and include the 
participation of many Tri-Town locals. 

"We Ve always had a regional bicycle plan/' 
said Adam Recchia, Principal Transportation Planner 
for the Southeastern Regional Planning and Economic 
Development District (SRPEDD). Although a patchwork 
of paths exists in Fairhaven, Fall River and Mattapoisett, 
there is no continuous link between the trails, he said. 

"State officials are definitely aware of the project 
and in support of it. Getting interest at the town and 
the city level is the biggest sticky point,'' Mr. Recchia 
said. Although federal monies typically filter to the state 
level through a variety of programs - including the 
Transportation Enhancement Program, the Congestion 
Mitigation Air Quality Program, and the Transportation 
Improvement Program - it is the responsibility of a town 
to obtain the right-of-way for the path and to fund the 
engineering plans, he said. Once completed, a town 
can apply for the funding through state Department of 
Transportation (DOT). 

Mr. Recchia remarked that, "in the past five years, 
there has been a lot more interest." 

He specifically said that Fall River, Marion,

Wareham and Mattapoisett all are at the forefront of 
efforts to create more paths in their communities. He 
said that Fall River is in the process of working with the 
Gateway Cities Parks Program for phase 2 of their bike 
path, Wareham is just starting the DOT process, and that 
Marion already owns most of the right-of-way except 
parcel that may interfere with the Baywatch 40B project 
currently in litigation. 

Eric Weis, Trail Program Coordinator at East 
Coast Greenway Alliance, is part of the grassroots effort to 
encourage towns to build more bike paths in the region. 
A Fall River bike path summit in February inspired him 
to spearhead the ride, which he feels would show Beacon 
Hill the importance of finishing this bike path.

He said a Bourne-to-Providence ride to promote 
a regional trail "has not been attempted before/' and that 
the ride not only will reinvigorate bike enthusiasts, but 
create a route that riders can use in the meantime. 

"What's keeping us from creating useful off- 
road/ on-road map? Nobody has put the nose to the 
grindstone yet, and we're in 2011," Mr. Weis said. 

Overall, he expects about 20 to 25 bikers to ride 
the entire distance, with many bicyclists joining the group 
for shorter stretches in their local communities. 

Riders are expected to ride through the Tri- 
Town Sunday morning along Route 6 and existing trails, 
according to Bonne DeSousa, who is organizing the 
participation of locals. The ride will begin at 9:00 am at 
the Cape Cod Canal and participants are expected to wind 
through Marion and Mattapoisett along Route 6 and paths 
between 10:00 and 11: 30 am, she said. 

Ms. DeSousa is encouraging local bicyclists to 
join in. Parking is limited, she said, so riders should leave 
their cars in Fairhaven prior to participating. Friends of 
the Bike path will set up its banner at the intersection of 
Brandt Island Road and the bike path. 

"This will also be a great opportunity to go 
see the new bridge just being finished by Old Colony 
[students]," said Ms. DeSousa. "I hope that we will be 
able to establish a safe regional bike route that will feature 
our area's scenic beauty and history. . . I believe being 
part of the East Coast Greenway will be beneficial for

she said, explaining that $65,000 of the cost came from 
donations and $35,000 came from the rental account. 

Not long afterwards, former school committee 
member Susan Grosart encouraged Ms. McCarthy to seek 
a seat on the school committee, which she will fill until 
Election Day on May 20. 

Serving alongside Ms. McCarthy is board member 
Brad Gordon, who had glowing things to say about her 
tenure on the committee. 

"[Ms. McCarthy] is one of the most tireless, 
conscientious and compassionate people Fve ever worked 
with. . . she's a genuinely caring person who always wants 
to do the right thing. We'll certainly miss her," he said. 
Mr. Gordon described Ms. McCarthy several times as 
someone "always concerned with doing what's best for 
the kids" while crafting "solutions to work with teachers, 
administrators and the Marion community as a whole." 

As chairperson, Ms. McCarthy was faced with 
"challenging political conflicts she had to deal with," 
in order to secure funding for the school, he said. Mr. 
Gordon and Ms. McCarthy - as well as Christine Winters

Aquaculture Debates Ongoing 

Mattapoisett Marine Advisory Board 
By Laura Pedulli 

At its April 28 meeting, the Mattapoisett Marine 
Advisory Board (MAB) began the task of identifying 
recreational, navigational and mooring areas along the 
shoreline that may preclude aquaculture development. 
The Board of Selectmen (BOS) had directed the 
advisory board to designate these places in its Harbor 
Management Plan as part of an overall effort to better 
delineate rules on aquaculture. 

This step follows the March release of proposed 
aquaculture guidelines, which the BOS is seeking to 
finalize in a public meeting format once MAB findings 
and recommendations are completed. 

The MAB meeting attracted more than a dozen 
attendees, mostly residents from the Brandt Island 
Cove area who voiced opposition to aquaculture 
on Mattapoisett's shoreline. Chairman Alan Gillis 
acknowledged that the board already has received 17 
letters on the matter, mostly voicing anti-aquaculture 
statements, including two teenagers requesting that 
Brandt Island Cove be maintained for recreation. He 
said that the Marine Advisory Board is only tasked with 
identifying recreational, navigational and mooring areas 
in its plan without reference to aquaculture.

"We're just submitting boundaries. We're not 
eliminating aquaculture/' board member Jeffrey Swift 
said. 

To break up the task, the board voted to form 
an ad hoc committee - to include Chairman Alan Gillis, 
Walter Reed, Carlos Desousa and Harbormaster Steve 
Mach - to review each shoreline area over a series of 
weekly public meetings during the next month. Areas 
under review would include Aucoot Cove, the beach 
areas of Aucoot Cove and Neds Point, Nasketucket Bay, 
Brandt Island Cove and the main harbor. Under the 
suggestion of Mr. Mach, the subcommittee would start 
with the noncontroversial area of the harbor. "That's 
a simple way to start, as it's mostly moorings and

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docks/' he said. At the first meeting, the schedule for the 
remaining areas will be announced and later advertised to 
alert the public. 

Although the areas east of the harbor are private, 
w^ater access still w^ill be studied v^ith a look at rules that 
require ov^ners of v^aterfront land to have access to a 
navigational channel to reach deeper water. Mr. Mach said 
that question would require consultation by engineers 
to determine the riparian rights of property owners and 
their required access to deep water. 

The subcommittee would review mooring fields 
in more detail and "from that, we will uncover a lot," said 
Mr. Gillis 

Jim O'Dowd, a Mattapoisett resident whose 
oyster aquaculture application last year prompted the 
town to create aquaculture rules, presented to the board 
maps from the Town of Barnstable's Cotuit Bay, which 
houses a large number of aquaculture grants. 

"Aquaculture can co-exist with navigational 
channels and private homes. This is not a quiet area. The 
favorite activity is people circumnavigating the area," 
Mr. O'Dowd said, estimating that during the summer 100 
boats per day traverse the bay. 

Mr. O'Dowd went on to inform the board that 
when an oyster grant is given, a state benthic survey is 
required. He said if there is more than one quahog per 
square meter, a grant is not permitted. "We would not be 
putting grants where people can quahog," Mr. O'Dowd

said, adding that approvals from the Department of 
Marine Fisheries, the Army Corps of Engineers, and 
the Conservation Commission are necessary before an 
aquaculture grant can move forward. 

He also pointed out the benefits that oyster farms 
provide, including the removal of nitrogen and algae- 
creating phosphates from the water. 

Most attendees, however, felt that not enough 
safeguards were in place to ensure aquaculture operations 
comply with town rules and regulations. Resident Lisa 
Windsor said that many people quahog in unpopulated 
areas, "not for the act of filling the bucket but to enjoy the 
experience." Aquaculture would restrict this access, she 
said.

Resident Joyce Almeida said that aquaculture is 
inappropriate for Mattapoisett as a w^hole, and unfairly 
takes recreational access av\^ay from beachgoers. "I w^ould 
not send my grandchildren near [aquaculture areas] to 
kayak in that. I w^ould call it exclusionary,'' she said. 

Mattapoisett currently permits two aquaculture 
operations, and many residents spoke about one seafood 
business not complying w^ith the order of conditions 
attached to its permit. Mr Mach, harbormaster, 
confirmed failure of compliance, but said that the BOS 
is the enforcement arm and holds the powder to take the 
permit aw^ay One resident, Jim Craig, said that unlit 
buoys at an aquaculture operation at Brandt Island Cove 
has caused a safety hazard for area residents, and he 
described a time he got caught in the nets and "nearly 
died of hypothermia.'' 

"If the tow^n is not taking care of that now^, and 
the Selectmen are not pulling the permit, how^ are we 
going to handle more grants?" asked Ms. Almeida. Mr 
Mach responded that the lack of a clear aquaculture 
framew^ork is creating these enforcement issues, and that 
is one reason the BOS are pursuing clearer guidelines. 
He said the problem is that enforcement is only "all or 
nothing."

the additional recourse of complaining to the Department 
of Marine Fisheries.

A regular meeting of the Marion Board of 
Selectmen was called to order by Chairman Roger

Dawson and Assistant to the Selectmen Debra Paiva. 

In their first and only appointment, the Board 
met with Jack O'Leary of Merrill Associates, and engineer 
Manny Paiva, to consider a request for public way access 
permit at Cumberland Farms, located at 406 Wareham 
Road. A project to expand the Cumberland Farms is 
underway, Mr. O'Leary said, and the revised plans have 
received endorsement from the town's Planning Board. 
"We're getting close to the conclusion of that process," he 
added.

of Environmental Protection standards. 

In addition to on-site run-off improvement, 
Mr. OTeary said that the project would include 
improvements made to Front Street storm water flow 
pipes, at Cumberland Farm's expense. Improvements 
would include replacement of approximately 115 
feet of storm drainpipe with new 12-inch pipe and 
reconstruction of two catch basins. Also, the project 
would improve the slope and function of this storm 
drain system.

of Marion. One area that is being investigated for wind 
power is the area of the Old Rochester Regional High 
School. Chairman Blanchette, ex officio member of the

at Silvershell Beach. Most recently. Chairman Blanchette 
noted that Sippican Lands Trust had also distributed 
material regarding a "Beach Bash" on July 21. 

"We need to be consistent," the Chairman said. 
"They assumed it was going to happen. [But] if we do it 
for one, we have to do it for another." 

"I don't see it as something fraught with 
danger," Selectmen Henry said, adding that the process 
was guarded with mandatory insurance and police 
notification. 

In the end, the Board decided to maintain their 
current policy of reviewing Silvershell Beach licenses on a 
case-by-case basis. They also granted the liquor license for 
the SLT's Beach Bash on July 21 at Silvershell Beach. 

In a second discussion with the town 
administrator, the Board was updated on discussions with 
the Coalition for Buzzard's Bay (CBB) regarding a fact- 
finding project to determine if the wastewater treatment 
lagoons at Aucoot Cove were leaching and degrading the 
water quality at Sippican Harbor. 

Mr. Dawson said that, in the past week, he had 
been in communication with CBB in regards to CBB's 
report, which had been compiled by engineer consultants 
Horsley and Witten. Mr. Dawson said that CBB had 
released a newsletter to its subscribers, stating definitively 
that Marion's wastewater lagoons were leaching and 
degrading water quality in the town. However, he said

was after the newsletter's publication. He called the 
release of the information to be ''premature''. 

"Because they say [the lagoons] are leaking, does 
not constitute a definitive statement," Mr. Dawson added. 

Additionally, he said that CBB planned to use the 
Music Hall for a public meeting to discuss CBB's findings 
in regards to the lagoons and alleged effluent seepage. 
The Board of Selectmen had been invited to the meeting, 
scheduled for May 25 at 7:00 pm, but the information 
presented at the meeting would be based on CBB's 
findings, Mr. Dawson said. 

The Board expressed dismay at the planned 
meeting and newsletter. They thought the information 
should have come before the Board for discussion before 
being shared with the public at large. At a previous 
meeting, CBB had asked the Board to endorse their fact- 
finding mission with a vote, and the Board had voted to 
grant the endorsement. 

"I'm disappointed," said Selectman Cushing. 
"I chose to believe the man in front of me and I'll never 
trust him again," he added, referring to a conversation 
the Board had with CBB president Mark Rasmussen. "The 
methodology is questionable, I have to admit," Selectman 
Cushing continued. "[But] it doesn't change anything. 
They have to prove themselves. We are still in charge 
here." 

Chairman Blanchette took a hard stance, saying 
that CBB's motives were suspect and that the data 
collected by CBB and the town itself were different. CBB 
claimed that the lagoons were losing an inch of water 
per day, and the town's independent testing showed no 
evidence of water loss, he said. 

"I'm very upset with them," said Chairman 
Blanchette. "I think they are being illegitimate and 
underhanded. . . I think we ought to boycott them. I think

the whole town ought to boycott them. I think it's a farce/' 
Chairman Blanchette did not want to send any town 
representatives to the meeting, and expressed concern 
that CBB would take the matter to the state level to force 
compliance with lagoon remediation. He estimated such 
work would cost the town $10-15 million. 

"I guess I just don't see the bogeyman here," 
said Selectman Henry, who was willing to entertain the 
possibility that the lagoons could be leaching, but needed 
to hear the information from the report and a peer review. 
"[The lagoons] certainly could leak. I'm not saying 
they are," said Selectman Henry. "But they are made of 
permeable material." 

Both Selectmen Gushing and Henry said the town 
should have their independent consultants review the 
report and attend the meeting on May 25, to weigh in on 
the information shared. 

After reading correspondence, the Board voted to 
adjourn at 9:05 pm.

Principars Editorial Concerns Parents 

Mattapoisett School Committee 
By Laura PeduUi 

The Mattapoisett School Committee took no 
action to publicly disassociate with a guest editorial on 
special education by Old Hammondtown Principal Matt 
D'Andrea that appeared recently in a local newspaper. 

During a May 2 meeting, a group of Mattapoisett 
parents - represented by James Muse - formally 
complained about the March 6 letter, which discussed the 
impact of increasing special education costs on students 
in the regular day program. In the editorial, Mr. D'Andrea 
stated that because schools are mandated to provide 
services to special education students, "schools have little 
choice but to provide the money necessary to support 
each student's program.'' 

He went on to note that 20 percent of 
Massachusetts students are categorized as special 
needs, and later that "parents of struggling students are 
disappointed if their child does not meet the criteria for 
a learning disability, and often hire advocates or lawyers 
to contest ambiguous qualification requirements... These 
parents realize that a special education designation will 
create opportunities that are otherwise unavailable." 

He went on to conclude, "This inequity favors 
one group over another and creates an injustice that 
profoundly affects the education of the majority of our 
students... to fund one group's education over another is

a violation of constitutional rights/' 

In a lengthy statement on behalf of himself 
and several parents, Mr. Muse said that the editorial 
represents "typical bigoted rhetoric and twisted logic that 
is commonly used to argue against another pieces of civil 
rights legislation/' He added: "\ found the letter to be 
divisive, intimidating, and totally contrary to the inclusive 
nature of the ORR School District/' 

Mr. Muse said he and many parents approached 
Superintendent Doug White with these concerns, and 
although Mr. White said the letter was from Mr. D' Andrea 
and not the administration, he took no action to clarify 
that it was not the opinion of the Old Rochester Regional 
School District. 



Superintendent White responded to Mr. Muse's 
concerns with the comment that he "set [his] entire career 
on taking actions that will benefit students, to ensure 
every child gets the best possible education." He said 
he has a strong, working relationship with Director of 
Student Services Teresa Hamm, who administers the 
district's special education programs. 

School Committee Chairperson Grace Knox 
acknowledged that "some of the letter is factual, some of 
it is opinion," but that a policy discussion must be had 
on "unfunded mandates" that create major budgetary 
challenges. She noted an upcoming town meeting 
warrant article that would set aside funds to handle 
"extraordinary" special needs costs. 
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Ms. Knox also said the state has acknowledged 
the issuance of too many students on lEPs, and that by 
using real case examples these policies can be addressed. 

''I think weVe come a long way in the last ten 
years. But the philosophy of the school district has not 
changed/' she said, arguing that the district remains 
inclusive to all students. 

Dissatisfied with the response, Mr. Muse said he 
feared that a refusal to publicly deny the editorial could 
be used in litigation against the district. Ms. Knox thanked 
him for his comments, but only said that the committee 
would consider his concerns. 

In other news, the School Committee voted 
against adopting School Choice for the 2011/2012 school 
year. School Choice would have allowed out-of-district 
students to attend Center or Old Hammondtown in 
exchange for $5,000 from the sending district. With no 
members of the public weighing in, the board quickly 
voted against adopting School Choice to maintain class 
sizes. 

In a second public hearing that garnered no 
feedback, the board voted to approve its Internet Safety 
plan, which gives the school the ability to receive E-rate 
funding. "This will ensure we have proper protection in 
place, and that all information on the Internet is protected 
for the safety for students and staff," Mr. White said, 
explaining that the district utilizes a Joe Box to block 
inappropriate material to comply with the Children's 
Internet Protection Act. 

In his report, the superintendent offered the latest 
news on Beacon Hill that Chapter 70 dollars will stay the 
same, but stressed that federal stimulus dollars will be 
completely dried up by fiscal year 2013. In a noteworthy 
development, he said actions being taken by the State 
House of Representatives may lead to a potential shift in 
the ability of municipalities to make changes in health 
insurance plan design and delivery. 

In her announcements, Ms. Knox acknowledged 
committee member Joyce Lavoie, who is not seeking re- 
election. 

"She brought her passion for the students and 
her business-savvy to the table," Ms. Knox said, and 
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announced a book donation of Cross My Heart and Hope to 
Spy by Ally Carter to Center School in her honor. 

In other news, Ms. Knox acknowledged the April 
30 opening day for the Old Rochester Little League, and 
said they will soon install a water well at the baseball 
fields at Old Hammondtown, a location of their games. 

In her report. Center School Principal Rose 
Bowman reported on a successful event merging students 
with members of the Mattapoisett Sustainability Club 
on April 26. She also said the PTA soon will sponsor a 
poetry workshop by Lyn Littlefield Hoopes for all Grade 
2 students on May 2 and May 9. "She is just inspirational 
for the children," she said. 

Old Hammontown Pricipal Mr. D'Andrea 
likewise offered his update, noting that 35 students 
participated in a week without television, video games or 
computers. He said an activity night of art, board games, 
bracelet making and yoga held in conjunction with the 
no-television week was a success. 

Steve Murphy, Facilities Manager, said that 
facility staff detected leaking gas from a broken pilot light 
at Old Hammondtown and the situation was brought 
under control after a 30-minute evacuation. He reported 
some major improvements to the third floor stairwells at 
Center School, and the repair and repainting of the gym 
walls. 

The town and school will receive $162,408 
compensation to mitigate roof repairs from a contractor 
whose work led to significant flooding almost two years 
ago, he explained. 

The board voted to enter executive session to 
discuss non-union contract bargaining. 

Randall Lane Hearing Continued Again 

Mattapoisett Planning Board

A regular meeting of the Mattapoisett Planning 
Board was called to order by Chairman Thomas Tucker 
on May 2, 2011 in the Mattapoisett Town Hall conference 
room. Also in attendance were board members John 
Mathieu, Robert McNamara, Karen Field and Ronald 
Merlo, and Secretary Tammy Ferreira. 
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In their first appointment, the board continued 
an ANR (Approval Not Required) hearing for applicant 
Thomas Grondski. The hearing, which was continued 
from April 4, was to determine if a parcel of land behind 
Mr. Grondski's property at 25 River Road had enough 
frontage and right of way to Randall Lane. The applicant 
sought to subdivide his property so his daughter and son- 
in-law could build a house on Randall Lane. 

In the public hearing at previous meetings, 
abutters had expressed concern that an additional house 
would mean too much traffic for the small, narrow lane. 
Also, the abutters disputed the legality of the plans, 
saying that the property does not have adequate frontage 
and no recorded right-of-way to the lane. Lawyers

representing the abutters had claimed that the property 
line came close to the lane, but did not actually have 
access. 

Representing the applicant for the project is 
Attorney Elizabeth Kunz, who stated at a previous 
meeting that she would pull a deed delineating the 
parcel's right of way to Randall Lane to prove that the 
project could go forward. At the May 2 meeting, however, 
Atty. Kunz was not present with that information. Instead, 
she sent a letter to the board asking to continue the 
hearing to June 6. 

Randall Lane property owner and Dartmouth 
resident Crystal Medeiros said that her attorney, Jenessa 
Gerard-Pateakos, had pulled a deed that indicated the 
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parcel did not have deeded access to Randall Lane. A 
letter regarding this deed had been sent to the Planning 
Board and Town Counsel just prior to the May 2 meeting, 
Ms. Medeiros said, but the board said that they had not 
yet received the communication. 

Based on the request for a continuation from Atty. 
Kunz, and the information that Ms. Medeiros said her 
lawyer had pulled regarding the deed, the Board voted 
to continue the hearing to June 6 at 7:00 pm in the Town 
Hall. 

In a second ANR hearing, the Board spoke with 
David Davignon of Schneider and Associates, who 
represented residents Anthony Campbell and Nora Cross 
in a request to combine two lots at 1 Goodspeed Island. 
Mr. Davignon explained that his clients had recently 
purchased a buildable lot adjacent to their property, and 
wished to blend the two lots into one for the purpose of 
preventing development and to build a swimming pool. 

"They lose that lot for good and they don't 
seem to care. They bought that lot for privacy,'' said Mr. 
Davignon, who added that, if combined, the lot would be 
over four acres. 

The Board voted to approve the ANR for the 
applicant. 

Mr. Davignon remained for the third 
appointment, to discuss ongoing activity regarding 
Pine Island Estates, a subdivision project for applicants 
Timothy and Greta Fox at 2 Pine Island Road. The 
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Planning Board had approved the plan at their March 21 
meeting, and the Conservation Commission (ConCom) 
had approved an NOI for the applicants at a November 
2010 meeting. After ConCom's approval, abutters had 
unsuccessfully appealed the ConCom decision to the 
Massachusetts Department of Environmental Protection 
(DEP). Despite the fact that the project was upheld at the 
state level, the abutters appealed again, Mr. Davignon 
said, this time for an adjudicatory court hearing. 

"If it goes into a full hearing, it goes until July," 
said Mr. Davignon. 

The Board then met with Denis Seguin of Seguin 
Associates for an approval to changes made to an ANR 
that the Board had approved in December 2010. The 
parcel, which belongs to Deborah DeWalt, Thomas 
Lereault and Grace McGonagle, was surveyed in error, 
said Mr. Seguin. The error resulted in a slightly different 
property line and total square footage. He said that the 
lawyers involved in the sale were voiding the old deeds, 
but the changes needed to be approved by the Board. 
After reviewing, the Board voted to approve the changes 
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and also voted to waive the re-application fee. 

In a final informal appointment, the Board 
met v^ith Walter Rusinoski of 137 Fairhaven Road. Mr. 
Rusinoski came before the Board to ask what would 
happen to a common drive between his home and his 
parents' house at 139 Fairhaven Road if his parents' home 
were sold. Currently, they share the driveway and can 
park three cars across, but he was uncertain if the paper 
street would lead to different arrangements with the 
future owner of the abutting property. 

''It's just a common area now and I just want to 
know how this works," said Mr. Rusinoski. "If I don't get 
along with my neighbor, this could get difficult." 

"You need a real estate lawyer, " said Mr. 
Mathieu. "Anyone abutting that paper street has a right 
to it. . . You could essentially discontinue the road, but you 
have abutters. You need to find out who owns [adjacent 
parcels]," he said, adding that he thought Mr. Rusinoski 
should discuss past payment of taxes on the street with 
the assessor's office. 

In a final item, the Board signed a letter to send 
to the Board of Selectmen, to express their concern over a 
petition article (Article 15) on the Town Meeting warrant 
that would accept the layout of River Bend Lane. The 
Board said that they had received no communication 
regarding the acceptance. 

"I didn't think it was supposed to make it to 
town meeting floor without our endorsement," said Mr. 
Merlo. 

The minutes of the April 4 meeting were 
approved. 

The Board voted to adjourn at 8:02 pm. 

Bay Watch 40B Hearing Continued 

Marion Conservation Commission

A meeting of the Marion Conservation 
Commission was held on Wednesday, April 27, and called 
to order at 7:00 pm by Chairman Joel D. Hartley Also 
present were members Norman A. Hills, Sherman Briggs, 
Associate Member Jeffrey Oakes and Secretary Diane R. 
Drake. 

The first order of business was an appointment 
with Josiah and Elizabeth Hatch on a Request For 
Determination to relocate portions of the existing septic 
system at 168 Aliens Point Road in order to construct 
a patio. Sherman Briggs represented the applicant and 
recused himself from the board. The applicant noted that 
the home is a seven-bedroom home with only two people 
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in residence. The septic system was installed in 1990 
with the seven bedrooms and habitants considered. The 
applicant wanted to reduce the size of the septic tank and 
associated leaching area and increase the size of the patio. 
The board voted to close the hearing and issue a letter 
accepting the revised plans. 

The next appointment was with Kevin O'Gara for 
discussion regarding the proposed new dwelling at Lot 
11 Delano Road. The new owner is requesting permission 
to change the footprint of the dwelling from 24 by 40-feet 
to 26 by 36-feet and change the size and location of the 
rear deck from 8 by 16-feet at the northwest corner of 
the dwelling to 6 by 16-fet at the southwest corner of the 
dwelling, without the need for a formal amendment to 
the Order of Conditions. Peter Winters and Mr. O'Gara 
spoke to the board. At issue was the 30-foot frontage 
setback, which, according to town by-law, needs to be 
35 feet. The dwelling is 14 feet from the wetland in the 
rear of the property and has a 17-foot side setback. The 
house plans showed a full foundation with a two-car 
garage and a second floor deck. The board agreed to issue 
a letter accepting the revised plans but noted that the 
applicant would have to appeal to the Zoning Board of 
Appeals regarding the front setback issue or rework the 
dimensions of the dwelling to fit the footprint within the 
required setbacks. 

The next issue was a Notice of Intent from Bay 
Watch Realty Trust, which was continued from April 
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13, 2011. The applicant plans to construct a 168-unit 
affordable housing complex under Chapter 40B with 
associated parking areas, on-site and off-site utility 
connections, storm water management infrastructure and 
related mitigation measures on Lots 27-29 off Front Street 
(Route 105). The hearing was continued, at the applicant's 
request, to 7:30 pm on May 25, 2011. 

Also discussed was the Town of Marion's 
Sprague's Cove area, adjacent to Silvershell Beach. 
The discussion involved the lack of maintenance of the 
stormwater remediation project at Silvershell Beach. 
At issue are the trees and invasive species, which have 
grown up over the years which are now impacting the 
integrity of the dikes. 'The berms are breaking down and 
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the place has gone wild/' said Mr. Briggs. "The area needs 
to be cleared of the trees and fragmites and cleaned out in 
order for the area to function as planned/' he said. A site 
inspection was scheduled for Saturday, May 7, 2011 at 8:35 
am. 

Minutes from the February 23 and March 23 
meetings were accepted with minor changes. 

Without any additional business to come before 
the board, the committee adjourned at 7:55 pm. 

School Report 

Afghanistan-Themed Assembly Held

The past week has been extremely busy for 
students at Old Rochester Regional High School, with the 
assemblies, student versus faculty basketball game, and 
the reading of the literary magazine at the Mattapoisett 
Free Public Library. At the beginning of the week, the 
junior and senior classes (but not the underclassmen) 
were treated to an assembly that lasted for an entire block 
(90 minutes). The subject matter of the assembly was 
Afghanistan, and the keynote speakers were Patti Quigley, 
executive director of Razia's Ray of Hope Foundation 
and Sean Kelly, a reporter for WCVB-TV Channel 5. The 
assembly was organized and run by the Community 
Service Club at Old Rochester Regional, which had 
recently shipped its collected clothing to the hospitals in 
Afghanistan. The CSL had run into some troubles with 
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paying the shipping costs for the boxes, but after the 
senior members had appeared on the Channel 10 news, 
the organization received monetary donations from 
people both in and outside of the Tri-Town. The president, 
vice president, and the future co-presidents of the CSL 
club began the assembly by updating the student body 
about the clothing donations, and then introduced the 
two keynote speakers. 

Patti Quigley spoke first, and addressed the 
students from underneath a burka. She told the assembled 
students some statistics about Afghanistan - information 
such as the population, size of the country, economy, 
and climate. Then Ms. Quigley spoke about the culture, 
and explained how women of a certain age had to wear 
a burka in public, simply because their husbands didn't 
want any other man to be looking at them. Ms. Quigley 
then took off the burka, and invited a volunteer from the 
audience to wear it. She then asked the volunteer - who 
happened to be a male student - to walk around the stage. 
Ms. Quigley turned the discussion of the burka to the 
discussion of women's education in Afghanistan, and the 
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prevalence to illiteracy. This is a problem in Afghanistan 
that, Ms. Quigley explained, she hoped to address. Thus, 
she helps by working as the executive director of the 
Razia's Ray of Hope Foundation, which supports an 
all-girls public school in Afghanistan, created by Ms. 
Quigley 's friend Razia. The school has recently expanded 
to have a student population of about 300 girls, and the 
building is protected by the town elders. Razia's Ray of 
Hope Foundation helps to fund the school. 

Ms. Quigley then turned the microphone over to 
Sean Kelly, who spoke to students about his experience 
with filming the recent investigative special section 
"Assignment Afghanistan.'' Mr. Kelly played video 
excerpts from the report, and supplemented the excerpts 
with more information - sometimes with anecdotes, other 
times with comments about the filming. Mr. Kelly also 
told students about what he was thinking and feeling 
during the events that had been captured on film, and 
provided an update for one of the men seen during a 
video clip. After concluding his presentation, Mr. Kelly 
invited Ms. Quigley back up to the stage to field questions 
from the students. 

Now, Fd like to share some quick words 
regarding the other two main events of last week. The 
students were (naturally!) victorious in the basketball 
game, triumphing over the faculty team. It can be 
extrapolated that youth and skill will triumph over 
age. . . seeing as no treachery was involved in the game! 
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Also, the students from the two creative writing classes 
enjoyed a successful reading at the Mattapoisett Free 
Public Library last Wednesday, as there was quite a large 
audience who came to see the students' artwork and listen 
to their poetry and prose. The event was a first for the Old 
Rochester Regional literary magazine, A Drop of Ink, and 
may it not be the last.

Marion is a charming seacoast town steeped in 
history and natural beauty. Its winding streets are still 
filled with lovingly restored antique colonials, many 
surrounded by colorful well-tended gardens. Local 
residents take pride in preserving Marion's historical 
character and natural beauty. Over the years. Tabor 
Academy has blended well into the town and indeed 
been a welcome and generous presence in the community. 
However, the installation of artificial turf, outdoor 
lighting and bleacher seats on one of their most visible 
fields would not be in the best interest of Marion. 

I am in receipt of a notice indicating there will 
be a public hearing on May 19, 2011 to discuss Tabor 
Academy's application for relief from a decision of the 
Building Commissioner, namely the denial of a building 
permit application dated April 21, 2011. 1 am also in 
receipt of a letter from Saltonstall Architects, dated 
April 26, 2011, soliciting the support of neighbors and 
expressing their desire to move ahead with the project 
of replacing the existing field between Spring Street and 
Front Street with artificial turf, installing lighting and 
constructing bleachers. Unfortunately, I will not be able 
to attend the hearing, but would like to express my grave 
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concerns about granting reHef . 

As an owner of property on 128 Spring Street 
that directly overlooks the field, I strongly object to the 
proposal, as the artificial turf would be aesthetically 
unattractive, the lighting at night would be intrusive 
to neighbors, as well as creating light pollution to the 
night sky, and any games held after dark would generate 
unwanted noise. Furthermore, the proposed project 
would have a negative impact on property values to 
those of us whose properties overlook the field and are 
located in a residential zone. Therefore, I strongly urge 
the Marion Zoning Board of Appeals to uphold its denial 
of this application.

To the Editor: 

Marion Selectman are considering putting the 
town Emergency Medical Services (EMS) under the 
control of the Fire Department and hiring and training 
two firemen/ emergency medical responders. The goal, 
as put forth at their April 21 Meeting, is to improve Fire 
Department's emergency response-times. I am concerned 
this proposed move will weaken the high quality of the 
EMS and cost more money than necessary. 

According to the Fire Chief, his Department 
responds to some 800-plus emergency calls annually, or 
about two calls daily. Most of these trips are backups for 
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other responders, like the Harbormaster, Police Dept., 
etc. The EMS made 436 emergency calls last year - all 
involved a request for an ambulance. 

A committee, the majority of whose members 
are firemen, has proposed that two full-time employees 
should be hired for a 40 hour week, each at a salary 
of about $50,000 (about $80,000 counting benefits and 
pension). The Chief says that the Fire Dept. and the EMS 
can cover these costs, but his presentation regarding 
paying for it with current funds was difficult to follow. 
The EMS is on a relatively small budget, which would be 
folded into the Fire Department's budget. 

The reason the Fire Department gives for 
proposing these actions is that they have had difficulty 
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staffing their daytime calls on weekdays. Many of their 
volunteer firemen work out of town and are not readily 
available during work hours. They say employers are 
now less generous about letting the firefighters leave 
during work hours than they used to be. 

About half of Marion's fire and ambulance runs 
occur during the day. Over the past three years, the EMS 
has not had significant trouble staffing their calls. They 
made 436 calls last year, half of them during the day. They 
needed help from surrounding towns on average eight 
times a year over the past three years (2008-2010.) In fact, 
they provided more mutual aid to neighboring towns 
than they asked for. Many days, there are no ambulance 
requests at all. 

The Fire Department presented data from 1986 
to 2002 showing their response-time had fallen. Newer 
data was not made available. To ameliorate this response- 
time problem, our Selectmen are asking us to spend an 
additional $160,000 to help cover an anticipated two fire 
and one ambulance call five days a week. The weekends 
and nights would still be covered by volunteers. 

In order to manage this work load more 
efficiently, our Selectmen are considering amalgamating 
both services under the Fire Department. During the 
meeting it was suggested, since these full-time firemen/ 
emergency medical responders would obviously have 
a lot of free time, that they also be trained to do safety 
inspections, which are already managed by the Fire 
Chief. Since the demand for safely inspections has 
become overwhelming, and the EMS is able to handle 
its work load, it seems to make more sense to cross-train 
any new employees as firemen/ safely inspector. One 
selectman suggested this might interfere with their ability 
to immediately respond to an emergency call, but this 
would be a rare occurrence and the closest responder 
to the fire station could drive the fire truck, with the 
others reporting directly to the fire scene. Most of the Fire 
Department's calls are not for fires but for backup. 

The EMS feels that their organization is currently 
the strongest and most capable it has ever been. 
Marion's EMS is staffed on a volunteer basis and has a 
fine reputation among almost everyone who has needed 
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their help. EMS thinks putting the Fire Department in 
charge of the emergency medical responders would 
destroy their current program in that most of the 
volunteers would think it unfair not be fully paid for their 
days of being on call, as a full-time new recruit would be. 
This loss of administrative control would be felt by most 
of them to rapidly erode both their spirit and skills, since 
they make so few calls as it is. 

Obviously everyone in Marion wants high quality 
and quick responding fire and ambulance services. If the 
Fire Department requires an additional daytime fireman 
to insure reasonable response-times, and current data is 
consistent with the 2002 data, they should be allowed to 
hire and cross-train someone on a temporary basis and 



see how it goes. 

It makes more sense, in the meantime, to leave 
the EMS the way it is. The Fire Department and EMS get 
along well. It is not necessary for a small town, like ours, 
to do something that is not only expensive but disruptive, 
without first discovering what the need really is and what 
works best. I can only hope our Selectmen will go slowly 
until they have found a proven, appropriate and cost- 
effective solution to our emergency response services and 
safely inspection needs and not make rash and potentially 
destructive decisions.

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Obituaries 

William Farley Fuller, age 81 , of Marion, Massachusetts 
died unexpectedly on April 26, 2011 . He was born February 
28, 1930 in New York City to Margaret Elizabeth Farley and 
Wallace Watt Fuller. He graduated from Portsmouth Priory 
School and Harvard University with BA and MBA degrees. 
He played rugby for Harvard and was a founding member of 
the Wall Street Rugby Club. At Harvard he was a member of 
the Hasting Pudding Club and the Phoenix Club. 

He served on active duty as an enlisted man in the 
U.S. Marine Corps and later as an artillery lieutenant with 
U.S. Army in Korea, where he received the Commendation 
Ribbon. In 1955 he married Barbara Jane MacNeil of Newton, 
MA and settled in Darien, Connecticut. 

In his 35-year business career, he specialized in mu- 
nicipal bonds, becoming Senior Vice President, director, and 
head of the Municipal Bond and Public Finance Department 
for White Weld & Co. and later Paine Webber. He retired as 
Executive Vice President with Rotan Mosle and Co. in Hous- 
ton, Texas. 

In his private life, he excelled in chess as a young 
man, and in music, playing the violin and later in life the cello. 
He was an expert sailor, an active member of the Darien Yacht 
Club, and Commander of the Darien Power Squadron. He re- 
stored and conserved antique books, an enthusiasm he shared 
with his great-uncle, Frank Hogan, a legendary attorney and 
collector of rare books. 

As a resident of Stonington, Connecticut, he was a 
trustee of the Westerly Library and officer of both the Vil- 
lage Improvement Association and the Historical Society. He 
moved to Marion, Massachusetts in 1998, where he was again 
involved with the library and joined the Board of Directors of 
the Community Nurse Association. He and his wife restored 
the Elizabeth Taber House and in 1999 received the preserva- 
tion award from the Waterfront Historic Area League in New 
Bedford. A granddaughter attended Tabor Academy. 

In retirement, he pursued studies of favorite subjects, 
including the poet Emily Dickinson, and the role of Norway 
in World War II. He wrote and published Reckless Courage, a 
history of a Norwegian family during the German occupation. 
The book has been in print for seven years and was recently 
published in Norway. In 2009 he was named an Honorary 
Son of Norway. He helped in the management of the award- 
winning Boom Restaurant in Westbrook, Connecticut founded 
by his daughter Jean. 

He is survived by his wife; by five daughters, Frances

Call Me... Captain Norris? 
By Anne Kakley 

In the 1840s, the whaling 

industry that shaped our 

region was in full swing. This 

trade brought us the finest in 

architecture, culture and a rich 

collective history. It separated 

the men from the boys when 

it came to the sea as a proving 
ground, and it took families from humble beginnings 

and threw them into unimaginable wealth. 

Captain Howes Norris was no exception. Like 
the other bootstrapping Yankees of the 
19th century SouthCoast, he made a 
name for himself through hard work 
and ambition. As the years progressed, 
his ambition morphed into mania and 
obsession. Sound familiar? Herman 
Melville fans take note: In the Wake of 
Madness is a must-read for you. 

Writer Joan Druett, well-known 
author of nautical non-fiction, brought 
the tale of Captain Norris and his 
mutinous crew to light in her book. In the 
Wake of Madness, published in 2004. The 
book delves into the world of whaling, 
and does so in great detail - Ms. Druett 
imparts years of research in her book, 
which is thrilling to the longtime history 
buff and layperson alike. If you love all things nautical, 
you will adore the detail in this true story - if you don't 
know starboard from port, this book is still easy to 
understand and may even serve as a primer for you. 

Besides telling the tale of the whaling industry. 
In the Wake of Madness mainly concerns itself with 
the story of Captain Howes Norris, who sailed the 
whaleship Sharon out of Fairhaven harbor in 1841. 
Although the captain was seemingly normal on land, 
out at sea, he was a hard-driving madman, abusive, 
and cruel. After cycling through scores of workers that 
jumped ship at every port because of his barbarous 
treatment (or like poor George Babcock, who was 
actually tortured to death by the captain), there came 
one group of men that refused to be beaten into

submission. In the Wake of Madness is the story of the 
crew that mutinied and killed Captain Howes Norris. 

Captain Norris' madness was nothing new. A 
relentless investor and driven captain, he had been so 
awful to one crew that they actually threw their rations 
overboard in an attempt to cut the trip short. When 
Norris discovered this fact, he cut their rations, leading 
to his first mutiny, which did not prove lethal for him. 

After various crewmembers - who had joined 
Captain Norris in hopes of scoring barrels of sperm oil 

- abandoned the Sharon at various ports of call, Norris 
was left with a mishmash of mates and islanders for a 
crew. He drank, he made lousy decisions based on his 

inebriation, and abused his workers. In 
the end, his cruelty proved too much 
and the crew lanced him with their 
whaling spears. 

In the Wake of Madness is painstakingly 
detailed and researched. If there has to 
be one criticism, it is the inclusion of 
extensive detail - perhaps you won't be 
interested in the height of some of the 
story's players - but if you are a history 
geek, the detail will serve its purpose 
of breathing life into the tale of Captain 
Norris' madness and murder. That being 
said, the reader should be prepared: 
this is also a story about the life of a 
whaling ship and the industry, and not 
exclusively about the murder of Captain 
Norris. 

It is no wonder that Ms. Druett is an award- 
winning history writer. Her work is exhaustive, and she 
fleshed out the story of the mutiny with primary sources 

- the captain's log, the third mate (Benjamin Clough's) 
log, journals, records, ledgers and more. Moreover, 
she acknowledges the uncanny connection between 
Captains Norris and Ahab, juxtaposing their stories 
when the opportunity arises. 

Pros: Very comprehensive and full of information 
that is the result of exhaustive research from primary sources. 
Fun to read. 

Cons: The story - in places - is based on speculation 
and sleuthing, despite the extensive research. 
Grade: B+

Parti of 1?

Atlas Shrugged: Part 1, Starring Taylor Schilling and Grant 
Bowler. Directed by Paul Johansson. Running time: 102 
minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

On the evidence of Atlas Shrugged: Part 1, the long- 
awaited and probably quickly forgotten partial adaptation 
of Ayn Rand's behemoth novel, objectivists have no guts. I 
don't mean the ones on the screen; I mean the ones behind the 
camera. In the movie, heroine Dagny Taggart defects from 
her family's railroad line to forge her own, in cahoots with the 
prosperous metal-slinger Hank Rearden. She takes a huge risk, 
and what could 've been an epic folly pays off. If you want 
the cinematic equivalent of what Dagny does, look at Avatar. 
This movie, however, feels bargain-bin all the way. The $20 
million budget being bandied about for the film largely refers 
to about eighteen years of pre-production costs; what was left 
over couldn't buy nearly as lavish a folly as what Rand's opus 
deserves. 

At one point, Angelina Jolie was rumored to be circling the 
role of Dagny. Toss in Brad Pitt as Hank, add some broth and 
a potato, and baby, you got a stew going. The movie couldn't 
afford them, or seemingly anyone else of note (Taylor Schilling? 
Grant Bowler?), though it did amuse me to see former Barton 
Fink co-stars Michael Lerner and Jon Polito batting a few 
scenes back and forth here. Talking of the Coen brothers. Atlas 
Shrugged needed an almost indecently excessive echo-chamber 
look, like The Hudsucker Proxy on steroids, if the human brain 
can imagine such a thing. What we get is an assortment of 
scenes in very bland offices, cleverly lighted to conceal how 
small they are. I realize this isn't The Fountainhead, Rand's 
other biggie, which was devoted to architectural integrity, but 
jeez, even the home of oil magnate Ellis Wyatt looks like a bed- 
and-breakfast. 

It isn't really my job to drone on here about Rand, her 
philosophy, or its recent resurgence among certain citizens 
obsessed with viewing birth certificates. Nor can I offer much 
insight on the novel, which amused me for a couple of weeks 
at the laundromat before I dumped it for Joe Hill. It's not you, 
Ayn, it's me. Honest. From what I did read. Rand's fiction has 
conviction and a certain flair for world-building, neither of 
which shows up in the movie. What you have here is an hour 



and a half of set-up; even Peter 
Jackson got three hours to 
introduce viewers to Middle- 
Earth. Captains of industry 
keep disappearing, visited in the 
shadows by a fedora- wearing 
man. Who is this man? "Who is 
John Gait?" people keep asking, 
seemingly apropos of nothing. 
Is this man John Gait? Well, if 
you're familiar with the story 
you know the answer, but God 
help the randomly curious moviegoer whose maiden voyage 
with Dagny and Hank this is. 

The weirdly resentful tone ("People can only own one 
company r\ a character spits in response to a repressive 
government edict, probably finding little empathy among 
viewers who own a grand total of no companies) is easily 
dismissible. Atlas Shrugged is essentially a sci-fi fantasy, 
rubbing awestruck elbows with high rollers and players. When 
you get right down to it, the story says. Don't be a player 
hater. In the movie's universe, player haters care about such 
emasculating things sls fairness and public safety. They don't 
trust big companies to have the public's best interest at heart. 
Ayn Rand says, in effect, "Screw the public." All that's true and 
good and beautiful is the entrepreneurial brilliance of the elite 
— we few, we happy few, we band of sociopaths. 

None of this would matter if the movie bucked every 
possible odd and emerged as a great film. Alas, it is not, and 
its underlying worldview has little to do with its failure. The 
dialogue reduces the English language to the sound of heavy 
objects tumbling downstairs (my favorite: "That metal is 
completely untested! The consensus of the best metallurgical 
authorities is highly skeptical!"), the leads have negative 
charisma (Taylor Schilling must've been cast as Dagny due to 
her passing resemblance to a young Ayn Rand but emotes more 
like the present-day Ayn Rand, dead since 1982), and actor- 
turned-director Paul Johansson makes no creative spatial use 
of the wide frame — this could' ve, and by all rights should' ve, 
been a TV miniseries. The saddest part is the concluding title 
card, which reads "End of Part 1 ." Wishful thinking, that: Part 
1 has faced such critical pounding and ticket-buyer indifference 
that producer John Aglialoro has now publicly questioned 
whether the projected parts 2 and 3 are feasible. See what I 
mean? What would Dagny say about that? What would Ayn 
Rand say? Objectivists are wimps these days.

Church Field Fundraising 

The Rochester Land Trust has begun its new 
year with an ambitious fundraising campaign. Since its 
purchase of the Church Field required a substantial loan 
from the Coalition for Buzzard's Bay, as well as a big dent 
in the Trust's bank account, the RLT is trying to raise the 
money needed to repay that loan so it will be in a position 
to purchase other land as it comes available. 

The RLT has great plans for this parcel, and is 
working to have trails through the woods and fields to the 
river, the old homestead on the road cleared of brush and 
a picnic area established with a grand opening scheduled 
for May 21. This 32-acre parcel was formerly owned by 
Mr. George Church, who recently subdivided his 60+acre 
homestead, with RLT purchasing the southern parcel 
(his home and new equipment building which houses a 
museum are located on the northern piece). This land has 
outstanding conservation value, and is deed-restricted to 
ensure that it remains in conservation forever. It is located 
on the Mattapoisett River so that it helps protect our
